The lovely sounds of this season 
fill our ears — children singing 
carols, church bells and the excited 
voices of the shoppers. 

Gifts are being wrapped and new 
hiding places desperately sought, 
while good little children feel safe 
and happy and mischievous ones 
have a few moments of anxiety. 

In many homes fat turkeys are 
having their last few days of frozen 
sleep, while in others, plum pudding 
is being tumbled out of its dark, 
sherry soaked storage place to per- 
fume each room with wonderful 
spicy fragrance. +? 

The traditions of Christmas can- 
not be claimed wholly of Bucks 
County or even of America. Prac- 
tically everything we do — hanging 
decorations, menus or telling stories, 
has come to us from another corner 
of this world. How very lucky we 
are, here in this free land, to benefit 
from all these age old customs. It is 
a privileged heritage that we and 
our children, and our children’s chil- 
dren, can observe and enjoy these 
hallowed practices so rich in mean- 
ing, symbolism and nostalgia. 

I have found someone who enjoys 
this old county as much as I do — 
Elias H. Borden. Mr. Borden, who 
recently joined the staff here, has 
contributed a wonderful collection 
of old post cards of Bucks County 
that are already a regular part of 
our magazine. Elias will be writing 
the Nature Almanac every month, 
and it was from him that I got the 
following information: 

Johnsville Navy Air Development

It 
will be fun to keep an eye on this 
display to see when the new addi- 
tions arrive. 

The kind personnel at Johnsville 
have been allowing the Warminster 
Symphony to rehearse for their 
three mid-winter concerts in a build- 
ing on the base. Dick Purpura, the 
conductor, is very pleased with the 
community interest and very proud 
of the 34 members — especially of 
his woodwind section. He would 
like to see more people coming out 
to join the group. 

Did you know that the first set- 
tlement of white men in Pennsyl- 
vania was Tinicum Island, now 
Essington? In 1643, a Colonel John 
Printz, a Swedish military officer, 
and a small group of his followers 
founded a colony on the island. 
Another interesting little item comes 
our way from the crossroads of 
Great Swamp Road and the old 
Doylestown Turnpike. There, under 
the swinging sign of the Crossed 
Keys, stands an old tavern. It is 
guessed that the original part of the 
building was built about 1743, and 
it is believed by many to be the 
oldest of Pennsyivania’s Inns to run 
continuously as a tavern from the 


first day it opened. Licensed in 1758 ' 


to an Alexander Brown, it also 
boasts a ghost. A toll-gate used to 
stand across the road from the inn, 
and late-abroad travelers who were 
unable to awaken the gate keeper 
were forced to spend the night at the 
inn — even if they lived in Doyles- 
town! 

The Bucks County Council Exec- 
utive Board has selected and ap- 
proved Ralph W. Jordan Jr., as the 
new Scout Executive of the Council, 
and he will assume his duties on the 
first of this month.

TENNENTS 
OF NESHAMINY 


by 
Joyce Meyer 


William Tennent is a name that 
Bucks County should be proud to 
own, yet how many of us know who 
this man was or what he did? A 
high school bears his name, but his 
noble deeds are all but forgotten. 
The church in which he ministered 
over two centuries ago stands in 
our midst. We admire the building, 
but neglect the man who founded 
it. Scores of colleges and universi- 
ties came into being because of his 
vision and hard work, yet the found- 
er of the lowly “Log College” has 
been obscured by the passage of 
time. A humble but truly great man 
lies buried in the quaint country 
graveyard of Neshaminy Cemetery, 
where his memorial ‘сап be seen 
from Bristol Road. Do you know 
what he accomplished to deserve 
our esteem? 

Tennent was born about 1673, 
probably in County Down, Ireland. 
He received a liberal education, but 
at what college or university we do 
not know. He then became a priest 
of the Episcopal Church of Ireland, 
but apparently never held a pastor- 
ate there. However, he was chaplain 
to a nobleman. 

In 1702 he married Catherine 
Kennedy. Her father, an able and 
eloquent Presbyterian minister, had 
fled to Holland because of persecu- 
tion, just as the Plymouth settlers 
had done fifty years before. Evident- 
ly his wife and father-in-law greatly 
influenced Tennent, for when he 
came to America he left the Episco- 
‘pal Church and threw іп his lot with 
‘the Presbyterians. All of Tennent’s 
four sons were born in Ireland, the 
first being named in honor of his 
maternal grandfather. 

When in his mid-forties, Tennent 
immigrated to America with his 
family. There he became the first 
great American Presbyterian clergy- 
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man. He recognized the need for 
an educated ministry and devoted 
his energies to meet this need. Thus 
began in 1726 at the Forks of 
Neshaminy the school scornfully 
called the *Log College." Until this 
time no theological seminary had 
been established in the colonies, nor 
was there any college west of the 
Hudson River. 

The building was a humble log 
cabin erected in a corner of the fifty 
acre tract given him by his cousin 
James Logan, who had been Wil- 
liam Penn's secretary. Perhaps the 
best description of Tennent's school 
is found in George Whitefield's 
Journal: “It is a log house about 
twenty feet long and near as many 
broad; and to me it seemed to re- 
semble the school of the old pro- 


.phets, for their habitations were 


mean; and that they sought not great 
things for themselves is plain from 
those passages of Scripture wherein 
we are told that each of them took 
a beam to build them a house. All 
that we can say of most of our uni- 
versities is that they are glorious 


- without. From this despised place 


seven or eight worthy ministers of 
Jesus have lately been sent forth; 
more are ready to be sent, and the 
foundation is now laying for the 
instruction of many others." 

As Whitefield indicated the “Log 
College" was not appreciated by 
some of Tennent's contemporaries. 
Instead of helping to improve his 
primitive school, they were content 
to criticize it, even trying to curtail 
his efforts. They ridiculed the rustic 
building and deemed the. school- 
master's efforts inadequate. Yet all 
of the sixteen or eighteen graduates 
of that school became men of great 
earnestness and zeal, more than half 
became preachers of extraordinary 
power, and several became eminent 
educators as well. For example, 
Samuel Davies the second president 
of the College of New Jersey (as 


Princeton was then called) was one, 


James A. Michener 


I liked this very much, and it 
could well be in either first or sec- 
ond position. The fact that one of 
the other entries in the historical 
field might be a little better in con- 
struction, puts it ahead of this fine 
entry. The fact that I liked the con- 
structive tone of one of the other 
non-research articles, means that I 
have put it ahead of this.

of Tennent’s students. Samuel Fin- 
ley, Princeton’s third president, was 
another of these graduates. He. 
established a school at Nottingham, 
Pa. from which Benjamin Rush 
graduated. Dr. Rush, a signer of 
the Declaration of Independence, 
helped found Dickinson College. 
Another “Log College” man, Samu- 
el Blair, founded the Fagg’s Manor 
School in Chester County, Pa. Rob- 
ert Smith, a former student at the 
Fagg’s Manor School, established a 
school at Pequea, Lancaster County, 
which produced John McMillan, a 
founder of Jefferson College. And 
thus it was that the original “Log 
College” was like the pebble tossed 
in a pond, that caused ripples to 
envelop a wider and wider area. 

This pioneer educator not only 
taught his students Latin, Greek, 
Hebrew, logic and theology, but also 
instilled in them some of his own 
fervent spirit of evangelism. Nor was 
his interest in them merely academic. 
Some of his students boarded in the 
neighborhood and some were 
housed by Mr. Tennent, who helped 
them financially many times al- 
though his own finances were lim- 
ited. The college continued for ten 
years, until Tennent’s death, but 
the work he began has never ended. 
The “Log College” graduates started 
their own “log colleges” until the 
influence of this one man reached 
out to nearly all of the thirteen col- 
onies. 

Today a monument stands on 
York Road about a half mile south 
of the village of Hartsville to indi- 
cate the probable location of Ten- 
nent's original "Log College". It 
lists sixty-three institutions founded 
by his pupils, and by their pupils, 
etc. Princeton University is the best 
known of these colleges. It is the 
great oak that grew from Tennent's 
little acorn. 

In addition to the *Log College", 
William Tennent's greatest contribu- 
tion to his adopted country was his 
four sons. Fathers are usually a 


great influence on their children, 
either for good or evil. Tennent was 
not only father to his sons, influen- 
cing them in their youth, but pro- 
fessor as well, thereby extending his 
influence over them into manhood. 

All four of his sons became 
Presbyterian ministers. William 
Tennent, Jr., the second oldest son, 
had a remarkable experience while 
studying for his examination before 
the Presbytery. It occurred in his 
older brother Gilbert’s home in New 
Brunswick, N. J., where he had been 
pursuing theological studies. Because 
of intense mental application, Wil- 
liam became exhausted, emaciated, 
and eventually his very life seemed 
to be in peril. While conversing in 
Latin with his brother one morning, 
William fainted, and was, appar- 
ently, dead. He was laid out on a 
board, according to the custom of 
that day, and the neighbors were in- 
vited to his funeral the following 
day. 

However, his physician-friend re- 
turned that evening, and thought he 
detected signs of life in the body. 
He ordered the young man put into 
a warm bed, and the funeral invita- 
tions were rescinded. Every effort 
was made to restore him to consci- 
ousness, but in vain. Day and night 
the doctor remained with a seem- 
ingly dead patient. On the third day 
the funeral was re-scheduled. Again 
the doctor protested. He asked for 
a delay of one hour, then half an 
hour and finally fifteen minutes. Gil- 
bert declared that it was shameful to 
allow his “dead” brother to remain 
unburied so long. The mourners had 
assembled for the funeral when to 
their astonishment the “deceased” 
opened his eyes and uttered a dread- 
ful moan. 

Renewed attempts were made to 
recall William to consciousness. 
Although his recovery spanned a 
year, gradually the young man re- 
gained his health, but to his con- 
sternation he had forgotten all that 
he had previously learned. He could 
neither read nor write, and Latin 
was completely erased from his 
memory. His education began all 
over again, and as his health pros- 
pered his memory returned and he 
remembered the ancient language 
he had forgotten.

To make the drink of the evening 
hot during the yule season, is as 
traditional as the barons of roast 
beef, holly-decked plum pudding 
secreting hidden silver treasures, 
popping crackers filled with for- 
tunes, charms and paper hats, and 
hot mince pies. 

A great favorite still is the Ginger 
punch. It is a wonderful feeling to 
come into a room from the out- 
doors and be greeted by the aroma 
of this spicey drink. Try it yourself 
some time after skating, skiing or 
hiking: bring to a boil a quart of 
cider with a little sugar and four 
oranges stuck all over with cloves 
and two teaspoons of ginger. Boil 
two or three minutes and slowly add 
two cups of whiskey. Pour into a 
punch bowl and serve piping hot. 

Another punch that carries a good 
kicking degree of potency is Boxing 
Day punch, and after you have sam- 
pled this you will cease to wonder 
that the tradition of Boxing Day 
has lasted so long! Take one-third 
whiskey and two thirds boiling water 
in which sugar to taste has been 
dissolved; to make this a fresh taste, 
the sugar may be rubbed on a lemon 


and added along with some of the 


juice. . . . but not too much juice 
please! Then a cup of claret wine is 
added slowly. Serve this, and you 
will know why it is that friends and 
tradesmen always turn up at the 
house every 26th of December.

The Stirrup Cup! How often down 
through the years must some servant 
have come running to bring this 
brew to the parting guests to warm 
them on their trip home? How many 
spendid hunting parties, wedding, 
engagement and birthday celebra- 
tions have ended on this glowing 
note? To make this punch infuse 
the finely chopped peel of three 
lemons, six cloves, one teaspoon 
each of cinnamon and nutmeg and 
half a teaspoon of mace into half 
a pint of water. Add three quarters 
of a pound of white sugar and mix 
gently until it smells nice and spicy, 
then add a pint and a half of the 
best brandy and juice of the three 
lemons. Make this very hot, slowly. 
Pour into heated cups and set fire 
to them, allow it to burn for five 
minutes before serving. 

Yet one more cheering bowl to 
set before your guests. Long a fav- 
orite with the residents of the damp 
foggy Island across the sea, and 
guaranteed to set chilled bones to 
flaming on raw winter nights. John 
Bull’s punch: Squeeze the juice of 
two lemons over one pound of sug- 
ar to a pint of boiling water. Add 
half a pint of boiling ale, half a 
pint of strong tea . . . also hot. Then 
add the chopped peel of the two 
lemons and a cup each of brandy 
and rum. 

I am sure that there must be 
many new punches awaiting our 
pleasure, but as with most things, 
the tried and true are still the best. 
So with these old punches you wili 
welcome your guests, warm and

Book #103 — Penguin, Baltimore —

A press-out picture book of the Nativ- 
ity Scene for very young children in color 
complete with the story of the Birth of 
Jesus according to St. Luke, which as- 
sembles very easily. The Nativity Scene 
may be set up and illuminated by chil- 
dren for carol-singing at home.

A paperback that will be very valuable 
to students, writers, office and home.

“The Adventure of Walter” by Eleanor 
Clymer (Atheneum, New York—$2.95). 

A tiny book to fit a tiny hand with 
charming drawings of the problems of 
a small (?) whale who disobeyed his 
mother because he wanted to see what 
land was like. To be read to the very 
young. 

“Witcheraft” by Pennethorne Hughs 
(Pelican Book by Penguin, Baltimore 
$1.25). 

A compendium of the history of Witch- 
craft including its origins, practices, ef- 
fects and decline. A scholarly paperback 
that is dull for general readers but 
valuable to researchers and witches! 
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The Good and Bad Weather by Ed- 
mund Schiddel (Simon and Schuster: 
New York $5.95) 

The author concludes his sex trilogy 
of Bucks County (The Devil In Bucks 
County and Scandal’s Child) with his 
customary dash and verve! The author's 
formula seems to be to pick a thinly 
disguised locale in which natives and 
transplants, with outstanding problems 
rub their striations to an explosive cre- 
scendo designed to shock, fascinate and 
titillate the reader. He seemingly appeals 
to the guilt in everyone and magnifies the 
sexual and emotional problems of his pro- 
tagonists with such malicious skill that 
with a flick of the pen, his literary gar- 
ment could fit us all! 

In all justice to Mr. Schiddel, he 
does not need his current formula to 
write well. He can and does at times 
even in this current book, develop scenes 
of encompassing humor or pathos with 
true dramatic content but there is a lack 
of humanity and depth of understanding 
that tends to develop his characters only 
in two dimensions. His sex symbol is 
Tavio and presumably he represents the 
completely free, the uninhibited, the 
passionate man but his contacts with the 
other characters all have the same de- 
nigrating effect. The author presents him 
as an innocent primitive but he is far 
from that. He is restless, confused, at 
once a self-seeker and a runaway from 
self. He is out of sync with human rela- 
tions and becomes to others what he 
is to himself, a catalyst for deterioration 
and destruction. His greatest achievement 
is destroying self-respect in those whose 
emotions he touches. Mr. Schiddel has 
used with telling effect some of the heart- 
breaks and scandals that have occurred 
in the unmentioned area on the banks 
of the Delaware and although this is 
grist to the novelist’s mill, the telling is 
bitter and no food for the human spirit. 

The Good And Bad Weather is adver- 
tised as a satire and there are moments 
that justify this statement but they do 
not justify this book. If you are a Schid- 
del fan, and there may be many, don’t 
blame us if in the dark reaches of the 
night you find yourself awake and quiv- 
ering with some of these very dark emo- 
к the author sets in motion in his 

ook.

Penguin Book, Baltimore, Md.—95¢)

The High Valley by Kenneth E. Read 


(Charles Scribner’s Sons — New 
York $6.95) 
Most books by anthropologists are 


either dry as dust research reports or 
gossipy tales of strange doings by strange 
peoples. This one is different, so different 
that it could hardly be done again and 
thereby start a trend and a new category. 

Professor Read, an Australian, is now 
Chairman of the Department of Anthro- 
pology at the University of Washington. 
During World War II he gathered some 
information among the New Guinea 
tribes for the Australian military. Sev- 
eral years after the war he went back 
for two years. He lived in one of the 
primitive communities in the mountains 
of New Guinea and this is the story 
of those two years. It is not the report 
of his anthropological researches. Pre- 
sumably that can be found wherever 
scholars find such reports. This is the 
story of his sojourn with the tribesmen. 

The book will be hailed for the beauty, 
the poetic beauty, of the language, the 
more remarkable because it paints word 
pictures of the people who are among 
the filthiest and most unsanitary in the 
world today. It also reveals the trans- 
cendental glory of the dismal mountain 
scenery viewed through a mist of insects 
and perspiration in near 100% humidity. 
The author weaves gorgeous strands of 
literary threads around ап experience 
that most of us would not undergo for 
a million dollars. 

His apparent motive for this unusual 
treatment is the reason this book is dif- 
ferent. Professor Read has written a 
nearly spiritual revelation of his own 
reactions to these aborigines and their 
monotonous scenery. He has photo- 
graphic and total recall of his emotional 
responses to the minutiae of daily living 
and physical surroundings. This is intro- 
spection carried to such an extreme that 
the subject matter, both human and phys- 
ical, loses all reality, becoming sub- 
merged below the beautifully expressed 
thoughts that they have inspired. 

The most provoking message to come 
through is the sorry problem of what to 
do with these prehistoric creatures as 
modern civilization intrudes upon their 
homeland. But, for the time being that 
is Australia’s problem and not ours. At 
least, not yet.

Italy — A Journey Through Time 
by John A. Crow (Harper & Row, 
Publishers, New York $5.95 
"Italy will never be a wealthy country; 

it has too little space and too many 
people." Thus begins Professor Crow's 
rather pleasant Odyssey — a journey 
through time—in timeless Italy. Any one 
volume treatment of 2,500 years of 
history is a task to be undertaken only 
by a person with courage. Particularly 
is this so when the work is offered as 
an informal history, and while obviously 
a labor of love, is aimed at the market 
frequented by those with a casual interest 
in Italy rather than at those who are 
serious history students. Even so, the 
book is well documented; the author 
citing authorities on Italian history rang- 
ing from Petrarch to Gibbon to Burck- 
hardt to Cellini. 

The history which was made on the 
Italian peninsula is covered from the un- 
certain beginnings of the Etruscan culture, 
through the republic, the empire, the 
Dark Ages, the Renaissance, and on down 
to the present day. Admittedly this is a 
tremendous panorama of people, places 
and happenings and could be somewhat 
of a drag. In places it does drag but 
happily these are few. Much of the detail 
within this book is devoted to people and 
the author's strong attachment to the 
Italians comes through and fairly sparkles 
when he devotes time to the detailing of 
the characteristics of those persons who 
are the history of Italy. 

Here and there the reader will find 
the recommendations of one who has 
really seen and enjoyed Italy, and if he 
has any designs on an Italian vacation, 
he will learn of many beautifully pre- 
served antiquities off the beaten tourist 
track. 

The book is what it purports to be — 
a journey through time — well written, 
easily read, and thoroughly enjoyable.

I can’t recall in history a compar- 
able period of so sudden a relaxation 
from hostitity to peaceful cooperation. 
Our enemies of yesteryear are our friends 
of today! Incredible — yet true. Unfor- 
tunately, Mr. Glick was too casual about 
developing this tremendous idea in the 
serious and studied manner it deserves.

Venality and ruthless exploitation are 
the moving forces in Sao Dominguez, a 
decadent and poverty-stricken town in 
Brazil. The protagonists are Vespucci, 
the town’s leading racketeer and vice 
king; Father Angelo whose sanctity and 
stagmata have brought unprecedented 
prosperity and trouble as well as fame 
to Sao Dominguez and the apsotolic 
delegate from Rome (the Devil’s Advo- 
cate), sent to investigate the verity of the 
frail priest’s seeming ability to perform 
miracles. A humble man of peasant ori- 
gin, Father Angelo has been suffering 
from the six open wounds for 40 years 
but it has only been in the last few that 
sinners and sufferers by the thousands 
have been crowding to his confessional 
each hoping for his special miracle. In 
the wake of his fame and on the heels 
of the penitents and curious, came the 
pimps, panders and crooks who have 
made the town a symbol of vice and 
corruption throughout the continent. 

In spite of the inherent drama of the 
situation, Vespucci without virtue or 
pity, Father Angelo without evil and the 
apostolic delegate with deep understand- 
ing of both, the “Six Wounds” is very 
dull. The only character with any sem- 
blance of vitality is Vespucci, the hapless 
villian of the piece. This book has very 
little to recommend it and can be skipped 
without a pang. It was done magnificent- 
ly not too long ago in “The Devil's 
Advocate.”

ing bridges" they are not only his- 
toric, but at this time of the year 
they are especially attractive and 
romantic. 


Did you know that we can blame 
good old Charlie (Dickens that is) 
for all this *White Christmas" nos- 
talgia? It's true! In A Christmas 
Carol he wrote about snow on 
Christmas Day, and the image has 
stuck ever since. The really funny 
thing is — London has only had 24 
white Christmases in over 150 
years! 

In closing this column this month 
I would like to give you the present 
I give myself each Yuletide. It's a 
recipe for a happy year: 

Take twelve fine, full-grown 
months; see that these are thor- 
oughly free from all old memories 
of bitterness, rancor, hate and 
jealousy. Cleanse them completely 
from every clinging spite; pick off 
all specks of pettiness. 

Cut these months into 30 or 31 
equal parts.

Pour in love and mix the 
whole thing with vim. Serve with 
quietness, unselfishness and cheer- 
fulness. 

It's the peace, quietness and medi- 
tation that I would single out. How 
very important this is to all of us, 
most of all at this time of the busy 
season. My favorite silence is found 
in such places as walking along the 
banks of the Neshaminy, taking the 
nature trails at Washington Cross- 
ing, plowing through the thick woods 
at Trumbauersville, or taking a day 
to just wander along the shore in 
the winter. Here the winds whip you 
free from all tensions as the waves 
come crashing in, while overhead 
the seagulls cry like little lost chil- 
dren. Then the silent retreat of fall- 
ing snow, with the Christmas lights 
reflecting softly, and hot chocolate 
waiting at home for you. Have a 
wonderful Christmas, dear readers, 
and we'll be with you again in 1966.
